Ohesney was cleaning the well out, 
•when ha found the crock Mrs. Jupp had 
lost fifty years ago. In taking the 
crook from the well McOhesney acci- 
dentally broke it. It was one-quarter 
full of butter, which was as solid and 
sweet as it was the day it -was put down, 
half a century ago. 
The crock and its 


contents are on exhibition at the Mc- 
Chesney farm, and hundreds 
have 
called to see them.

Wins and Fruit-Grower. 
"Ten years 


from now our annual wine product will 
have amounted to 100,000,000 gallons 
at least, and even then the industry will 
only be in its infancy. We hear people 
boasting about our wine product in Cal- 
ifornia. 
Why, the best parts of Cali- 


fornia for grape-growing have not yet 
been touched. 
That State alone has as 


large an acreage adapted to grape cul- 
ture as France, and Franco has turned 
out 1,176,000,000 gallons in one year. 
But California constitutes only a small 
part of our wine-producing territory. 
In the United States there will be three 
great wine countries: First., the Pacific 
Slope; second, the Piedmont Slope, or 
table-lands between 
tho 
Allegheny 


mountains and the Blue Ridge; third, 
the Indian Territory, with parts of New 
Mexico, Arizona and some parts of 
Arkansas and Kansas. Besides these, 
Texas begins 
to 
loom up 
as 
a 


prospective great wme-prodncing State. 
The vine is already v/ell established iu 
Missouri and Ohio where it borders on 
the lakes, developing n lich grape couu 
try, and even New York has considera 
ble tracts well adapted to viticulture, 
as Hammond'') port wine attests. In 
short, comparing the United States 
with FraucB ,;the present greatest wine 
producing country ia the world, we 
have 100 acres adapted to grape-grow- 
ing for every one acre that France has 
or, to put it another way, California 
alone, whcu fully developed, can pro- 
duce as much wiue .is France, which, 
after all, is not much larger than oisr 
Golden State, It is estimated this yeai 
28,000,000 to 30,000,000 gallons will be 
produced. Excepting Italy, no country 
in the world is comparable with Cal- 
ifornia for a wiue market, for her wines 
arc growing iu favor both in America 
aud England. The wine merchants of 
England are turning their attention to 
California for their future supply ol 
port wines, which are growing scarce 
and suspicious in London.
